Tueaday, September IS, marks the 
forty-seventh anniversary of the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the Cathe- 
dral of Holy I'ross, Boston, by 
Bishop John .losepli Williams, on 
which occasion .^n■hlli^lloll .lolin 
McCloskey, of New York, afterward 
Cerdlnal, preached a memorable 
sermon. 

Bishop Williams wii made Boa- 
ton's first ArchblahOpi%>brusry 12, 

1875, and on the feast of the Im- 
maculate Conception. December 8 of 
the same .vear, the Cathedral, one of 
the most Imposing church edifices 
In the country, was dedicated, a 
fitting memorial of his Iomk episco- 
pate of forty-one years, which began 
with hia eonaacration March 11. 
\H(i6, and waa only tessiinated with 
his death, August 30. 1»07. 

The vastnesH of the. great basilica 
fltly typifies the progreas of Cathol- 
icity and the growth of the cIiiik li 
In Massachusetts, an,# the eloquent 
discourse of Archbishop McCloskey 
at the corneratone laying nearly 
fifty years ajps gMy todar he re- 
garded as a prophetic refntatlon of 
the then prevalent belief among na- 
tive Americans that the church was 
iinsulted to this country and would 
not take root In .\merlciin soil. .\n 
extract from that sermon lan not 
but be of as much Interest today as 
when It was delivered. Among 
other things the Arehhlehep aald: 

There are thoae within the aound 
of my volnce who can remember 
when there was but one Catholic 
church In Boston. How Is It now? 
Churches and Institutions multiplied 
In this city and throughout this 
State and In all the cities and States 
of New England, all due largely to 
the never ceasing tide of immigra- 
tion. Once the religion of theae im- 
migrants was looked upon with bit- 
ter prejudice as repreeentlng Ignor- 
ance and superstition. The predic- 
tion was made thai It could not 
long endure when once brought face 
to face with the light and Intelli- 
gence of this free country; that It 
would never make any permanent 
headway and could never take root 
In the soil; that U waald loee lu 
hold on the mlnda avea of Ita own 
followers and their deeeeadaata and 
be forced gradually to give way be- 
fore the progress and the Irresistible 
spirit of the age: that their children 
would be too shrewd to cling to a 
faith unaulted to the country and 
the timea and which would bring 
them neither worldly honora nor 
worldly gain. 

"Well, have these predictions 
been fulfllle<r.' Cerialiily there is 
nothing here that would lead me to 
think so; and tf not In the past or 
present. I see less sign of their be- 
ing fulfilled in the future. Moot of 
you perhapa are from a foreign land. 
Well, do you love the old faith leaa 
now than you did when yon first 
landed on these free shores? Is It 
less dear to you here In this home 
of your adoption than It was on your 
uative soil In the home of your 
childhood? Do you cherish it lass 
warmly? Do you cling to It leaa 
firmly? Would you die for It lass 
freely? I think thai with ooe ac- 
cord your anawer will be. No. So 
throughout every portion of this 
great republic which voii line as 
ardently as do its own son.-, for 
which you would lay down vonr 
lives as geaaronaly. to the same 
queatioB your 
the aaae 

"Bat your children; how haa It 
with them? The test haa been 
severe one, but nowhere will 
slancher or more cunslstent Cath- 
olics t>e found than these Americans 
native born, and while they cherish 
their faith they vie in learning, In 
laUlUgeaee. in eatorpriaa. la patrtst- 
Isa aad haaast worth with their M- 
low iKlBias In sll th« 
sad parsalts of life. I 
boastfully, hut alaply to ahow that 
the prophecy ooaseralag ua and our 
religion has failed; that our Holy 
Catholic Church can take and haa 
taken deep root in this free Ameri- 
U. aad that ■awhato tees It 
lU rests aaoo videiy or alak 
them more deeply, and nowhere doea 
It put forth more rapid growth or 
flourish with more health aad vigor 
or give promia* of 
trait la Ue tutara."

A recent writer has summarised 
some facta about the Popea which 
wUI beer repeUttoa. Of the first 
thirty, tweaty-niae were martyrs, 

the exception being St. Dionysus, 
who was the twenty-fourth succes- 
sor of St. Peter Thi' total iitimber 
af mart.vred I'op.'s is t li irl> -t hree. 
KIghty-two have been canonized. As 
to natloaaUty, 104 were Romans. 
103 natlToe of other parte of lUly, 
forty-four were rreaehaea. alao 
Greeks, aevea GerBMUu, fire Aalat- 
icH, three Africaas. thrss Spsaiards 
and three Dalmatlana, while Pales- 
tine. Thrace, Holland, Portugal and 
Kngland have each contributed one 
to the I'apal chair. Nine Popes 
reigned less than one month, thirty 
less than one year, eleven more 
than tweaty yeara aad aU over 
twoBty-three yeara. The reign of 
St. Peter waa the longeat In the his- 
tory of the Papacy, being seven 
vears In Antloch and twenty-five in 
Home. N. xt to him In length of 
service was Plus IX.. whose death 
la 1ST> terminated a reign of thirty- 
one yeara. and It la not a little re- 
markable that the third abould have 
been his successor, the llluatrloua 
Leo XIII.. who oeenptad the Papal 
throne for over tweaty>fl«a years.

Rome aa Aaaiatant Oeaeral of tha 
Society of Jeaus, haa been aelected 

as temporary head of the order to 
serve until the election of a succes- 
sor to the late Father Oeneral, Rev. 

It may be 
several mouths before a successor 
to the lata Father Wernz Is selected. 
This condition Is brought about by 
the war now in progreaa In BBjrope. 
The Jeeuit rule reqnirea a SMglfSH 
lion to be held to select dalMatta to 
the Keiieral congregatiOB WhEh will 
be convened in Rome. Since Jesuit 
provinces exist In all of the coun- 
tries now at war great difflculiy may 
be experieaeed la eoBvoking the 
provlaetal eeagrogatioBa. The Oen- 
eral is the only elected ollloer of the 
Society of Jesus, and he roBMlaa la 
office for life rht- various pro- 
vincials. I'lesldi nis of culleKcs con- 
trolled by the Jesuits and other otfl- 
cials of that orgaolxutlon are ap- 
pointed by the Oeneral for a definite 
term, whleh does aot saesed thrae 
years, or uatil their aucceeaora are 
named.

The coronation of I'ope Benedict 
XV. took place Sunday in the Sistlne 
chapel. The lerenioiiy was Imposing 
in its solemnity. The Sistlne chapel 
waa used for the ocaslon In order to 
avoid pomp during the war. The 
entire Pontifical court, members of 
the Roman aristocracy and the fam- 
ily of the Pontiff wore present The 
scene, with Pope Ilenedict seated in 
the Sedla Oestatoria, preceded by the 
bearera of the triple crown and 
flanked by the bearera of the eels' 
brated feather fans and aljtty Car- 
dinals In their full vestments was a 
striking one. When the ceremony 
ended the Pope was received with 
loud acclaim by those present. I..ater 
In the day Pope Benedict received 
aucceaatvely la private audience 
Cardinals aibbons, Farley and 
O'Connell, who presented their aultaa 
and some American friends. 

The enlire armed corps of the Holy 
See saluted the passage of the pro- 
cession, which was formed in the 
Pope's apartments and then pro- 
ceeded to the Pauline chapel, where 
the adoration of tho Bleaaed Sacra- 
ment was celebrated. Tn the proces- 
sion were high dignitaries of the 
Papal court. Patriarchs, Archbishopa 
and Oriental Pisliops From the 
Pauline chapel the procission moved 
to the Sistine chapel, where a mass 
was said. After the Indulgcntism 
the subdeacon placed the maniple on 
the arm of the Pope, who sat down 
while the Cardlnala of the dioeeae of 
Rome recited the coronation prayer. 
I'lie Pope then imounted the altar 
and a Cardinal placod the pallium 
on his shoulders. At this moment 
Benedict. XV. received the laat adora- 
tion -<at"lBr'tNHrMmllt"JHrilops and 
Abbea. Then he read the Introlt, 
intoned the Gloria and reeamed hte 
seat on the throne. 

The first consistory of Pope 
Benedict v^•as held Monday. It was 
marked by gorgeous display on the 
part of those present and decorations 
of the Papal court. September 8, tha 
day of the pativKy of the Virgin, was 
chosen for this occaaion by the 
Pontiff himself. The participation 
was limited almost entirely to ec- 
clesiastics and officials of the Vati- 
can. Many relatives of the Pope 
occupied seats in a special tribuna. 
Surrounded by almost all the Car- 
dlnala at.present in Home the Pope 
waa carried into the eoaslatory oa the 
Gestatoria chair, and greeted with 
loud applause. 

He imposed the red hat on Car- 
dinal .\nthony Mendes Hello. Patri- 
arch of Lisbon: Cardinal Cuisasola y 
Menendes, Archbishop of Toledo; 
Cardinal PIffI, Archbishop of 
Vienna, and Johanu Csernoch, Prim- 
ate of Haagary. The last Is ths oaly 

new sppoiataMBt. 

.'Vo AmericsB Cardlnala were prea- 
ent at the conaistory, although Car- 
dinal Oibbona, of Baltlnors, and 
Cardinal Farley, ot MSW TOTk. are 
still In Rome. 

Saturday It waa officially an- 
nounced that Cardinal Domlale Fer- 
rata haa beea appotatod Papal Seers* 
tary of Ststs. Cardinal Daainie 
Ferrate, the newly appointed Paaal 
Secretary of State, was horn la lldT 
at Montefiascone, Italy. His work aa 
Papal .Nuncio at Paris and as pretset 
of the Congregation of Bishops la 
Rome Btamped bim aa a flniahed 
diplomat. He prealded over the 
Bucbarlatlc Congreaa held laat year 
at Malta. In 1901, when the lata 
Cardinal Rampolla resigned as Papal 
Secretary of State, Cardinal Ferrate 
was mentioned as a probable candi- 
date for the office. 

Monsiguor Bonzano, the Apostolic 
Delegate at Waahington, received a 
cable Saturday night from Rome In 
which Pope Benedict XV. extended 
the Apostolic benediction to the 
delegstlon, the clergy and the laity 
of (he I'nited Status. The dispatch 
was in reply to a meaaage jeat to 
the Vatican by Moaalf OT 
which aald: 

"I pray Tear HoUaess to 
the raapaotfal eoagratalatiea 
homage of filial obedience end rev- 
erence, with the wlah of long aad 
happy pontificate. In the name of the 
delegation, tlie clergy and the faith- 
ful of the United States, who Implore 
your Apostolic benediction." 

The cable ia algned by Cardinal 
Fevfata, the newly aelected 'Papal 
Secret a ry of Stete, aad aays: 

'The Holy Father Benedict XV. 
welcomes the homage and exprea- 
sions of filial piety sent by Your 
Kxcelleucy, In the name ot the dele- 
gation, the clergy aud the faithful of 
the United SUtsa He hssrtjiy thanks 
and blsasss thaa, aad in particular 
Tour Bzoellency."

During the war of 1814 Vice Ad- 
miral Cochrane entered Cheaapeake 
Bay and Joined Rear Admiral Cock- 
burn, then engased In conimltfinK 
ravages upon tlie unprotected and 
peaceful settlers on tile lower 
waters of the Chesapeake. Cochrane 
came from the West Indies and con- 
voyed traavota eoatalaiag, uader 
the comand of Rosa. t.gOO British 
troops. 

Sailing up the Patuxent river, he 
landed at Benedi( t a force of 5,000 
men under Itosa, inarched upon 
Washington, captured the city and 
burned the Capitol, White House and 
other public buildings. Fearing 
that the Aaterleans would return 
aadar eover of alght and cat off his 
retreat, Roes immediately evacuated 
Waahington and marched his men 
l>ack to the Patuxent. On this 
laarch many British soldiers became 
detached from the main body, and

.September 1^ Key paced the deck.

eyes. The day was calm and still, 
with no wind to lift the flag thai 
dropped around the staff over Fort 
McHenry.

"In foreign lands and seas I have 
s^en the beautiful flage of ot&er 
great nations, but aoae seemed so 
beautiful to me as this flag Which Is 

the emblem and prote ct or o( onr 

free nnd happy home. 

"Fortunate Indeed is that l.iiid 
where reli>;ioil, education and free- 
dom develop, purify and enlighten 
its men and women, making them 
better able to lead a good, moral, 
contented IKe while enjoying the 
comforts and pleasures of the high- 
est civilisation. 

"Some men are wllIInK to quarrel 
an<l flt'lit for lliidr coiiiitrv or their 
rell^^ioiis faith and yet thi'y will not 
make their daily life lonform to the 
laws of their country or to the 
teachings of their prof Ms ill religion. 

"This flag of oars asanree all of 
us that the rights guaranteed each 
of us by our Constitution shall be 
oura In fact and the inheritance of 
our children. .AmonK other rights 
the flag tells us that before the law 
all eltiaens are equal, whether rich 
or poor, proud or humble; that 
every eltlsen haa the right of free 
speech, sabjeet only to punishment 
for an abase of that precious priv- 
ilege; that every man has a right to 
choose and practice his religious 
faith without being called to ac- 
count for It and without having his 
rights Impaired on any pretext by 
those who prefer a different faith; 
that all auBt hare aa equal right to 
rata or to (III a publla oOoe or to 
mold our laws, an equal right at the 
polls, equality in taxatioa aad la the 
courts; that every citlien must per- 
form his duties to the State and obey 
the laws In loyalty and good faltb; 
that each o( ns must stand for law 
•nd order and for Jnstlee; that to 
enjoy our righU each o( us must 
boneetly and at aay aacriflce or 
danger, perform our manifold duties 
as citizens, not grudgingly, but with 
cheerfulness, unselfishness and cour- 
age.
